On October 21, 1974, fifth source made available 
the following information regarding persons registered 
at the Red Carpet Inn for the Americans for Constitutional 
Government and Law Convention. According to the fifth 
source, the majority of the registered guests for the 
convention were located in the Expo rooms which is a block 
of rooms located near the Expo Hall. However, according 
to fifth source, many of the registered guests rented 
other rooms throughout the hotel and there was no way of 
relating these persons to the convention unless their 
registration card reflected they were with the convention.
